More Soft W ood Tree» 
Are Now Being Planted 
The people of the United States con­ 
sume twice as much loft wood lumber 
us they do hardwood lumber, according 
to the New York state college of for­ 
estry at Syracuse university. The soft­ 
woods are cut off more rapidly because 
of their better adaptability to man's 
needs and their lighter weight. 
The pines, hemlocks and spruces 
float easily and this facilitates trans­ 
portation 
to 
the 
mills. 
They 
are 
hauled by bobsleds or sent by flume or 
chute to a stream or lake and floated 
to the mills. 
Maples, beeches and 
birches will very often sink, which ne­ 
cessitates artificial means of .transpor- i 
ta don such as motortrucks, tractors j 
and railroads, or expensive rafting. I 
Even where such costly transport Is 
required for softwoods the greater j 
value of the product has made lumber- 1 
big profitable. But with hardwood this

that every American World war vet­ 
eran should avail himself of the op. 
portunity to affiliate with the Legion.

The title of p rince ol W ales, be­ 
stowed on the m ale heir first In line 
to succession to the throne of G reat 
Lritaln, originated in the Fourteenth 
century .

W ales, created the title in 1301. 
T radition has it th at when a baby 
prince was bo rn In one 
o f the castles 
newly built In W ales by the victorious hftve n 
monarch, the baby was p resented to 
the W elsh people as a prince “who 
could not speak English.” 
W hen the 
irr stosre- 
boy wus seventeen, according to the 
story , bis fath er form ally made him 
p rince of W ales. 
He later became 
King Edw ard II. 
His son, Edw ard III, 
w as known as Edw ard of W indsor and 
was never made prince of W ales. 
But 
It has since become an invariable cus­ 
tom to honor the heir to the throne in 
this way . 
The title Is not hereditary , but m ust 
bo created for each prince so honored.

Ciiizens cf Simoon Engage 
in Lumbering Along Co~st. 


In the Inside Passage of the Pacific 
ocean on the British Columbia coast 
is Canada’s only floating city—Simoon 
City. 
It is now seventeen years old. 
It has no need for fire or police de­ 
partments and its citizens pay no 
taxes. 
This novel town was formed to meet 
the needs of its residents. 
Along the 
British 
Columbia 
coast 
are 
many 
mountains the sides of which dip Into 
the ocean. 
These mountains are cov­ 
ered with rich timber growths. 
As 
it Is a difficult m atter to establish 
camps for those working these timber 
tracts, big operators have passed them 
by, and as a consequence the citizen 
of Simoon City is enabled to obtain 
many valuable timber holdings. 
When permission to cut the timber 
has been obtained, explains the Cana­ 
dian Pacific railway In a bulletin de­ 
scribing the floating town, the citizen 
attaches his floating house to a row­ 
boat or a motorboat and moves it to 
the scene of his intended operations. 
Often two or three will band together 
and take up a concession. 
When the 
logs are cut they are shot into the 
water by chutes, or sometimes, if the 
mountainside la particularly steep, by 
gravity. 
The logs are then put to­ 
gether In the form of a raft and towed 
to the nearest lumber mill. 
When operations have been discon­ 
tinued the loggers tow their houses to 
Simoon City, where there are now 
eight permanent dwellings. 
There is 
no lack of entertainment. 
There are 
parties, 
dances, 
hunting 
and other 
forms of amusements to interest the 
citizens until they again start out to 
their concessions. If the dweller tires 
of local entertainment it Is only a 
short distance to Vancouver. 
There is one store in the city. 
About seventeen years ago a business 
man of Vancouver, realizing the need 
of a general store to cater to the 
wants of these floating homes, fitted 
up an old floating house, which he 
moved up and down the coast supply­ 
ing the wants of the logger. 
With the 
establishment of permanent dwellings 
at Simoon City, he anchored his boat 
there, and, according to latest reports, 
is doing a thriving business, 
In addi­ 
tion, Ute city also boasts a post olfice, 
and a letter addressed to Simoon City 
is handled with tho same dispatch as 
that addressed to one of the larger 
and more populous centers on Hie 
mainland.

Failure and Repeal 
Other banks failed in the following 
months, and the plight of the State 
f^ r n n ty 
fund became 
hopeless. 
1 .are banks surrendered their sta te 
charters and entered the national sy s­ 
tem. 
By J anuary . 19 23. deposits in 
Oklahoma 
sta te 
banks 
were 
only 
$78.000,000, only half the total of No­ 
v ember. 19 21. 
This was the condition 
when the sta te legisla ture conv ened, 
and, after v arious attempts to reliev e 
the situation by one of sev eral ex pe­ 
dients, the law makers repealed the 
guaranty sections of the banking law. 
This Is the story of the Oklahoma 
bank 
deposit guaranty , 
which 
was 
born, liv ed and died tn the brief space 
of fourteen y ears. 
In that time the 
Oklahoma 
plan 
was 
adopted, 
with 
some modifications.* by sev en other 
sta tes. In none of these has It been 
abandoned as y et. 
In ev ery insta nce 
it has been subjected to sev ere strain, 
and in most of them the question of 
whether or not the guaranty fund can 
pay ex isting obligations is somewhat 
doubtful. 
My own sta te, Nebraska. 1 
am thankful to say , is not one of 
these. 
The guaranty of bank deposits failed 
in Oklahoma and is threatened with 
failure in other sta tes because it was 
rot what it pretended to be. and. 
furthermore, because it v iolated sound, 
economic law. The so-called guaranty 
is not, in any sta te, what its name im­ 
plies. 
It is not in fact a guaranty . It 
Is an insurance plan dependent, as are 
all insurance plans, upon the suffici­ 
ency of the premiums which may be 
paid * Ex perience has prov ed that the 


premiums are not sufficient—and y et 
the insured cannot afford to submit 
to higher premiums. 
Conceiv ed in 
economic sin, born in the midst of 
economic iniquity , the bank deposit

tion. it has been prov ed, was not ade­ 
quate; mere words were not a good 
snbstitute for indiv idual responsibil­ 
ity , supported by stocks of gold or cur­ 
rency . 
No longer was there a pre­ 
mium upon the character of the bank­ 
er; no longer did depositors feel the 
necessity of giv ing preference to men 
of character when they selected their 
banker. 
They felt that the guaranty j 
fund took the place of that. 
But the

T he bank deposit guaranty is an attempt to establish fictitious 
to create value by order of government. 
Adopted first 
in Oklahoma in 1909, this plan was carried into 
several western states and threatened, for a 
brief time, to become a serious issue in connec­ 
tion with our national banking system.

experience has proved, in this instance- as in 
others, that sound economic law cannot be dis­ 
regarded with impunity. 
Oklahoma adopted the deposit guaranty as a 
result of the failure of a number of banks in the 
panic of 1907. The system was misnamed at the 
start.

I .ate banks surrendered their state 
charters and entered the national sys­ 
tem. 
By January. 1923. deposits in 
Oklahoma

were

$78,000,000, only half the total of No­ 
vember, 1921. This was the condition 
when the state legislature convened, 
and, after various attempts to relieve 
the situation by one of several expe­ 
dients, the law makers repealed the 
guaranty sections of the banking law. 
This is the story of the Oklahoma 
bank deposit guaranty, which was 
born, lived and died In the brief snace 
of fourteen years. 
In that time the 
Oklahoma plan 
was adopted, with 
some modifications,9 by seven other 
states. In none of these bas it been 
abandoned as yet. 
In every Instance 
it has been subjected to sevore strain, 
and in most of them the question of 
whether or not the guaranty fund can 
pay existing obligations is somewhat 
doubtful. 
My own state. Nebraska. I 
am thankful to say, Is not one of 
these. 
The guaranty of bank deposits failed 
in Oklahoma and is threatened with 
failure in other states because it was 
not what it pretended to be. and. 
furthermore, because it violated sound, 
economic law. The so-called guaranty 
is not, in any state, what its name im­ 
plies. 
It Is not in fact a guaranty. Tt 
is an insurance plan dependent, as are 
all insurance plans, upon the suffici­ 
ency of the premiums which may be 
paid ^Experience has proved that the 


premiums are not sufficient—and yet 
the insured cannot afford to submit 
to higher premiums.

economic sin, born in the midst of

Integrity Cannot Be Legislated 
The fundamental difflcutly with the 
insurance of bank deposits—to apply 
the correct name—is that it Is an at­ 
tempt to create integrity and financial 
ability by legislative act 
Depositors 
in many Instances were invited to ac­ 
cept, as their principal assurance of 
safety, a gilded sign upon the bank 
window, "This bank protected by the 
state guaranty fund.” 
This protec­ 
tion, it has been proved, was not ade­ 
quate; mere words were not a good 
substitute for individual responsibil­ 
ity, supported by stocks of gold or cur­ 
rency. 
No longer was there a pre­ 
mium upon the character of the bank­ 
er; no longer did depositors feel the 
necessity of giving preference to men 
of character when they selected their 
banker.
